The War To Und. W 


How often during the fateful years 1914 to 1918, while the colossal strug- 
gle between Germany and the Allies was in progress was heard the expression 
that this was a war to end war. This idea was embodied in the appeals 
made by all Allied Governments to their people to loyally and even cheerfully 
bear the heavy burdens being imposed upon them and to-endure the terrible 
sacrifices they were called upon to make. Thousands of husbands and fathers 
fought and suffered and died declaring it was worth while if by. such sacrifice 
the world of mankind was to be forever freed from the horrors of war. ‘Never 
again” was the watchword of these heroic souls as, dying, they felt assured 
their descendants would never be called upon to face what they had endured. 

: But-although the bugles sounded “Cease fire’ along the great battle line 
on November 11, 1918, the war to end war was not then concluded. It is 
not yet concluded. Wars are even now in progress in different parts of the 
world, but more significant than these local struggles is the fact that, even 
with the elimination of Russia, the European Allies in the Great World War 
have a larger number of men under arms today than Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Turkey and Bulgaria had when the Great War began in 1914. ” 

Today the peace strength of France, Italy, Britain, Poland, Rumania, 
Belgium, Czecho-Slovakia.and Yugoslavia is 1,937,000 men, while in 1914. the 
peace strength of Germany, Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria and Turkey was 1,504,- 
999, or nearly half a million less. , E : A 

The financial burden imposed on these war impoverished countries in main- 
taining nearly two million men in military idleness is an appalling one. Im- 
portant advances have been made in reduction in naval armaments, and it‘is 
probable that more will follow, but as yet the even greater menace to the 
peace of the world constituted by huge standing armies exists. 

The whole race of mankind must rejoice, therefore, that the League of 
Nations is leaving no stone unturned to bring about, first, a binding agree- 
ment among all nations calculated to make war almost impossible of outbreak 
and banish it from among the calculations which today every European coun- 
try has to consider, and, secondly, to bring about an’ early and drastic reduc- 
tion in all standing armies and armaments along lines which are proving 
effective in the reduction of navies and naval expenditurés, - ‘ 

Some people still scoff at the League of Nations. They criticize and 
condemn it becayse. it has» not*accomplished more. Yet when its’ achieve- 
ments in the six years which have elapsed since ‘the Covenant was drafted 
and signed are studied, the amazing thing is not what it has failed to do in 
that short space’of time, but that it has accomplished so much, and has secur- 
ed such a large measure of confidence among the nations of the world. The 
influence of the League of Nations is the most powerful factor in international 
affairs today. \ ee 

Beneficial and effective in so many ways as the work of the League has 
proven to be, its recent achievement in drafting a protocol of peace which re- 
ceived the unanimous approval of the representatives of every nation now a 
member of the League, and the equally unanimous approval given by such 
representatives to the plan for a great world conference on disarmament, and 
their united demand upon all Governments to proceed with the least possible 
delay in giving individual Parliamentary approval to the peace. protocol, is 
easily the most important and far-reaching effort of the League and one that 
holds promise of heralding a new era in world history. : 

The effect of the concord displayed at Geneva is seen in. the speeches 
delivered by two Generals who were active participants in the Great War, 
one a German, the other a Frenchman. _General Veriaux (French) and Gen- 
eral Von Schoemaich (German) united in stating to the World Peace Con- 
gress at Berlin that “only complete general disarmament can save the world.” 
General Veiraux declared that “little armies are as dangerous as big ones,” 
and General Von Schoemaich said‘that most generals of the old regime knew 
that their theories were wrong, but had not the courage to confess it. He 
promised_to support the movement looking to the abandonment of military 
service. 

The war to end war is, therefore, moving forward to victory. This really 
glorious war is not yet won. ‘To achieve complete victory calls for the en- 
listment of every right-thinking man and woman to bring the last ounce of 
pressure to bear on Government in each and every country in order that 
strong national support for the League of Nations plan for universal disarma- 
ment will be forthcoming. ; :

After the  varlous Yicissiiudes ox- 
perlenced of recent years, and the be- 
ing buffeted between the United 
States and British markets according 
to the vagaries of ‘tariffs and embar- 
goes, Canadian Ilvestock producers 
reached a realiza- 
tlon that it is a poor policy to remain 
dependent. upon a single source for 
the disposal of their produce, and are 
secking a remedy for periodically re- 
curring illg-{n a wider expansion of 
markets. In th? movement to go far- 
ther afleld in the vending of their pro- 
ducts, which is markedly evident at 
the present time, may be foreshadow- 
ed brighter and more staple times for 
Canadian Hyestock producers, 

In the first six months of 1924 Can- 
ada exported 32,179 cattle to Great 
Britain and 40,958 to the United 
States, as compared with 30,029 head 
to Great Britain and 23,659 head to 
United States in the same neriod of 
1923. The tola! shows an-increaso 
amounting to 18,591 in favor of tho 
present year, an increase of 35 per 
cent. The number of Myestock mar- 
keted in England and Wales during 
the first 26 weeks of the year amount-. 
ed to 89,148 fat cattle and 95,934 stores 
as compared with 163,867 fat cattle 
and 284,804 offered during the corres- 
ponding period of last year. 

In addition to these live exports 
there were exported 10,388,500 pounds 
of beef, of which 2,314,000 pounds went 
to Great Britain and 6,307,500 went to 
the United States; 51,500,300 pounds 
of bacon, of which 50,929,400 pounds 
went to Great Britafm and 228,800 
to the United - States; 4,682,100 
pounds 
pounds went to Gieat Britain and 682,- 
600 pounds lo tha United States; and 
79,200 pounds of mutton, of which 20,- 
300 pounds went to the United States. 

Some progress has been made in tho 


co-operative marketing of livestock, 


and the year enaing in June of the 
operation of the co-operative cattlo 
pool of the United Grain Growers, Ltd., 
was a successful cne from the stand- 
point of the producer, For the 
twelve months the profits-of the cattle 
pool amounted to $80,870, which made 
possible a distribntion of one per cent. 


‘Jon the value of their cattle to be pald 


to shippers in addition to the full mar- 
ket value which they had already ro- 
célved.” Since tho pool was inaugur- 
ated “fn February, 1928, it has ‘sold 
more than 100,000 head of cattle with 
a value of.$3,200,000, _ 

Western Canada, particularly the 
province of Alberta, has become very 
interested in endeavoring to develop 
new markets for its livestock, and in 
this- connection shipments have been 
made to Japan, Belgium and to Call- 
fornia. The Grande Prairie and 
Peace River country have been furn- 
ishing a large number of winter-fed 
cattle for the Old Country markets, 
and shipments of- carefully selected 
cattle have moved from Central and 
Northern Alberta with a successful 
outcome which weuld seem to augur a 
profitable future trade. 

The Alberta Government's experi- 
mental shipment of beef cattle to Jap- 
an is especially significant. -Japanese 
livestock dealers came from all over 
the country to view the stock, and 
were well pleased with the cattle and 
particularly satisfied with the beef. 
They are anxious to have anothor 
shipment mado as soon as possible, 
and it is belleved there is possibility 
of a voluminous and profitable trade 
developing in this connection between 
Western Canada and Japan.

: Easily Recognized By Ancient 


Coins and Other Relics 

Further details of the diScovery near 
Harrogate of the 2,000-year-old Roman 
city of Isurium make it apparent that 
the city covered. about 70_acres and 
was surrounded by a wall a mile in 
circumference, nine’ feet thick and 
about 20 feet high. 

The find is one of the most interest- 
ing made in England for 50 years, and 
has attracted the attention of noted. 
archeologists of Great Britain and the 
continent. The excavations were 
easily recognized as the ancient 
Roman city by coins and other relics 
found. Its location is on the exact 
spot indicated in the sixteenth cen- 
tury maps of Roman Britain. 

Already much f the wall has been 


exposed,. including portions of .a 
multi-angular tower. Close by were 
portions of a_ building, probably a 


grain warehouse, with the stone work 
in perfect preservation. A Roman 
road 30 feet wide was discovered a 
short’ distance from the granary. 

Many coins and much pottery and 
glassware have been found scattered 
Sver the entire city. The work will 
be continued until the-entire city has 
been uncovered. It is ‘probable that 
most of the relics will be presented to 
the British Museum.

Passage of Time is Bringing Changes 
To City 

The changes of time and the steady 
blows of the pickaxe have sent an- 
other London landmark to destruction 
in a cloud of ‘dust. This was the 
building at 34 Cockspur Street, which, 
for generations, housed the establish- 
meut of a famous London clockmaker. 

Affixed to the front of this building 
was a great white-faced clock sur- 
mounted by a tirme-ball, and very old 
Londoners reeaff that riding to the 
War Office af a merning from his home 
in Piceadilly, the Duke of Wellington 
would draw rein to correct his time- 


{piece by the one which hung out high 


over the street. And now the old 
clock with its time-ball, which became

Were Highly Civilized ‘Race 1,500 
Years Before Christian Era 

The glory of descent from pure Brit- 
ish -stock—that is, from the aficient 
Britains who inhabited’ ihe British 
Isles in the centiries before the Rom- 
curinvasion-——has been enhanced great- 
ly_ by an archaecologicél feat of first 
rank, the deciphering of the inserip- 


logist, who has recently made import- | Uon of the mystcrlous Newton stone- 


The inseription reveals that the 
stone was a monument erected by an 
king, who 
ruled about 400 B.C. and tends to 
prove that the ancient Briton, instead 
of being ua primitive savage, was a 
pioneer of civillzation and an emigrant 
Phoenician. 


The Newton stone, which has been 
known to archaeologists. since 103,

L. A. Waddell, a fellow of the Royal 
Anthropological Instittte. He has 
published the fruits of his research

He finds’ the Inseriptions are bilin- 
gual and read: 

“Phe Sun cross (Swastka) was vais- 
ed to Bil (or Bel God of Sunfire) by 
the Kasst of Kast of the Siluyr (Sub- 
clan) of the Khilani (er [ittite Pal- 
ace Dwellers) the Phoenician (named 
[ Kar of Cilicla, the Prwt (or Prat that 


fis Barat or Brihet or Briton).” 


This clue, says Mr. Waddell, leads 
straight back to the homedn Syria of 
the Aryan-Phoenlcian BUrillons, and 
proves they emigrated from Asia 
Minor. ‘This offers solutions, he sug- 
gests, “to most of the long outstand- 
ing. problems iv regard to the origin 
of the ancient Britons and the souree 
j and meaning of our ancestral British 
folklore, nation emblems and patron 
saints.” - 

Sct. George of England, for instance, 
he believes, was originally St. George 
of Cappadocia, and the Swastika was a 
Sun cross raised to the Sun God. 

These ancestral Britons, he «aflirnis, 
“are now disclosed to have been from 
the very first grounding of thelr gal- 
ley keels tipon old Albion’s shores, 
more than 1,5¢0 yeafs before the 
Christian era, a highly civilized race, 
pioneers of civilization and a branch 
of the famous Phoenicians.”

feet, all of which can be helped and 
corrected if treated In time, A dell- 
cate child is no longer looked upon 
with pride. Insofar as we are eager 
to be healthy, ashamed to be = un- 
healthy, we are awake to the ideal or 
our generation. 

What. of the child’s teeth? If teeth 
are lost, food cannot bo chewed; it 
they are defective, disease germs 
lodge in them; if teeth and gums aro 
diseased, polson invades “the system 
and undermines the health. The child 
suffers pain, and no one can be at his 
best mentally or physically” whilo 
suffering. 

What of your child’s 's sight and hear- 
ing?  Eyestrain or defective “vision 
may cause irritability, headaches, 
nausea, loss of appetite, not infre- 
quently blindness. And deafness, 
starting with adenolds, hardening wax 
or a cold, may become impossible to 
remedy, unless taken at the beginning.

Cent of World's Supply ; 

In a lecture .before_the British In-. 
stitute of Metals, Mr. W. M. Corse 
pointed out that nickel alloys had 
Been found in Asiatic coins dating 


- | back to 235 B.C, but the value of 


nickel as a Commercial metal was not 
recognized until in 1889,.James Riley, 
of Glasgow, drew attention to the sub- 
ject. A market for nickel was* at 
once found in the manufacture of arm- 
or plate. The separation of nickel 
from’ copper was achieved only after 
many experiments had been tried with 
most discouraging results. The min- 
ing of the metal was an empire indus- 
try, Canadian deposits furnishing more 
than 90 per ceni. of the world’s sup-

The world’s production ~of refined 
nickel had averaged about 60,000,000 
pounds ayear.

Installed in the new headquarters of 
the Westminster Bank, Ltd., Lothbury, 
E.C., is a set of strong rooms which is 
the largest in the world and guaran- 
teed to defy the hand and brain of the 
cleverést thief. 

“It has taken two years to build, has 
two stories, and goes down 25 feet be- 
low street level. Thq walls, nearly 3 
feet thick, are of finest blue brick fac- 
ed with reinforced concrete and lined’ 
with steel slabs warranted to resist 
the hotest flame of the oxy-acetylene 
blow-pipe. 7 3

Kissing, Smoking and the Shaking of 

‘. ‘Hands is Taboo in Russia 

Dr. Nicholas Zemassko, Soviet Com- 
missar of Health, has issued an edict 
against kissing, which, he contends, is 
one of the most potent means of 
spreading disease. 
~The new order, if observed, will fall 
hard on the Russian peasantry, who 
are in the habit of kissing one another, 
not only on the lips, but three times 
on each ‘cheek in salutation. Dr. 
Zemassko is also opposed to the kiss- 
ing of ladies’ hands by men, a national 
-custom in Russia. Not only is this 
unhygienic, he says, but it is a prac- 
tice of the bourgeoisie which has no 
place in a proletarian republic. 

Hand-shaking has been prohibited 
in many departments of the Govern- 
ment and signs are appearing warning 
employees that the practice frequent- 
ly results-in communication of dis- 
ease. The conventional salute, hand 
from forehead, is suggested as a safer 
greeting.
